On the 24th/25lh December. 1975, Shri Ajai Ra} Sharma, 
Superintendent of Police, Fatehgaih, received information 
that dacoit Sheodan Kachi who was wanted for numerous 
heinous crimes of murd’er, ducoity and lape and was carry¬ 
ing a reward of Rs, 5,000/- for his arrest, would be passing 
with his armed gang through village Tilya on his way to 
some village beyond Pachrauli. Shri Ajai Raj Sharma along 
with Shri Raj Kumar Singh, Station Officer or Qaimganj 
Police Station soon disguised themselves and sv.iftl / recon¬ 
noitred the afea and laid ambush at two places on the path 
leading to village Tilya. Shri Ajai Raj Sharma, Shri Raj 
Kumar Singh and 14 others formed the first ambush paity 
and 16 police personnel etc. the second ambush party which 
was laid about 2 furlongs ahead on the same path, At 
about mid-night the first ambush party spotted 5-6 dacoits 
coming from the side of village Tilya. When thev came 
within the firing range, Shri Rai Kumar Singh challenged 
them to surrender as they had been surrounded by the 
police. The dacoits immediately opened fifed at the police 
partv who also fired V. L, flares and returned the fire. The 
firing by the dacoits at the police party was Ineessenf which 
thrawted the attempts of the police to advance towards them. 


While Shri Ajai Raj Shanna and Shri Raj Kumar Singh, in 
complete disregard of their personal safety, crawled towards 
the dacoit Sheodan Kachi, the other members of the police 
party kept the dacoits pinned down with firing. When dacoit 
Sheodan Kachi saw them crawling dose towards him, ho 
jumped up and lushed towards them with a full burst of Sten 
gun hre. Due to sheer providence, both the police officers 
escaped, but they fired from D.B.B.L, guns and succedcd in 
killing the dacoit Sheodan Kachi on the spot. The associates 
of dacoit Sheodan Kachi however escaped under the cover 
of darkness. A Sten gun and a Shot gun were found near 
the body of the dacoit.

Shri Jagat Singh collected the available police force 
and some of the membets of the public including three gun 
licences of the locality and reached the place at about 1.30 
hours. The police force was divided into three parties. The 
first party consisting of 18 persons was headed by Shri Jagat 
Singh himself and the other two parties consisting of 13 and 
22 persons were headed by Shri P- N. Sapru and Shri Pretam 
Singh respectively.

The Grant of Licence is r abject lo the terms and con¬ 
ditions mentioned below. 

(a) The Exploration Licence should be in jespect of Pet- 
i oleum, 

(b) If any minerals are found dining the exploration work, 
tlte Commission should bring that to the notice of the Cen¬ 
tral Government with full paiticulars thtieof. 

(c) Royalty at the tales mentioned below shall be charged. 

{i) Rs. 42 per metlic tonne or such rates as may be 
fixed by the Central Government front time to time 
on all crude oil and casing head condensate. 

(ii) In case of natural gas, at such rates as may be 
fixed by the Central Government from time to 
time. 

The royalty shall be paid lo the Pay & Accounts 
Officer, Department of Fetioleiim, New Delhi. 

(d) The Commission shall, within the first 30 days of 
evety month, furnish to the Central Government, a full 
nioper teturn showing the quantity and gross value of all 
crude oil, casing head condensate and natural gas obtained 
during the proceeding month in pmsuance of the licence. The 
return shall he in the form given in Schedule ‘B’ annexed 
hereto. 


(e) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 6000/- 
as security as required by rule 11 of the PNG Rules, 1959.

(i) Rs. 4/- for the first year of the licence;
